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ZONING ORDINANCE 


TOWN OF NEW IPSWICH, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ARTICLE I PREAMBLE AND TITLE 


Section 101: Preamble: 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by Chapter 674, Sections 16-21, New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, for the purpose of prompting 
the health, safety, morals, prosperity, convenience and the general welfare of 
the inhabitants of the incorporated Town of New Ipswich, New Hampshire by 
securing safety from fire, panic, and other dangers, providing adequate areas 
between buildings and various rights-of-way, the promotion of efficiency, 
economy and good civic design in development, protection of the value of homes 
and lands, wise and efficient expenditures of public funds, and the adequate 
provision of public utilities and other public requirements, and by other means, 
and for the purpose of implementing the land use concepts outlined in the Com- 
prehensive Planning Program; New Ipswich, New Hampshire, 1983, now therefore 
the following ordinance is hereby enacted by the voters of the Town of New 
Ipswich, New Hampshire, in official Town Meeting convened March 12, 1985 





Section 102 Title: 


This ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the ‘Zoning Ordinance 
of the Town of New Ipswich, New Hampshire 1985," 


ARTICLE II DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain terms or words used herein 
shall be interpreted as follows: 


Accessory Building: Any subordinate building or portions of the main 
uilding, the use of which is customarily incidental to that of the main 


uilding on the same lot or premises and which is used primarily by the 
‘ccupants of the main building, 


Accessory Use: Any use customarily incidental, related and clearly 
ubordinate to a principal or main use established on the same lot or premises. 


Customary Home Occupation: Any use which commonly in New Hampshire is 


arried on for compensation entirely within a dwelling by the occupants there- 
E, which 


(1) is clearly secondary to the use of the dwelling for dwelling 
purposes, 


(2) does not change the residential character of the dwelling in 
any visible manner 


(3) does not create objectionable noise, odor, vibrations, or un- 
sightly conditions noticeable off the premises 


(4) does not create interference with radio and television reception 
in the vicinity, and 
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(5) does not create a health or safety hazard, 


Dwelling: A building, or part of a building, which contains living and 
sleeping accomodations for permanent occupance, 


Dwelling, one family: A detached building designated for, or occupied 
solely as a dwelling by one family. 


Dwelling, two family: A detached building designated for, or occupied 
solely as a dwelling by, two families living independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multi-family/Apartment: A dwelling on one lot containing 
separate dwelling units for two or more families, having separate or joint 
entrances, services or facilities. 


Dwelling, Mdble Home; A manufactured residential dwelling unit designed 
for transportation after fabrication, on streets or highways, on its own 
wheels or on a flatbed or other trailer, and arriving at the site where it 
is to be occupied as a dwelling complete and ready for occupancy except for 
minor and incidental unpacking and assembly, location on a foundation, con- 
nections to utilities and the like, A travel trailer is not to be considered 
a mobile home. 


Family: Any number of persons related by blood or by marriage, or not 
more than six persons not related by blood or by marriage, living together 
as a single housekeeping unit. 


Frontage: The width of a lot measured along its common boundary with an 
approved public street, In case a lot fronts on more than one street, the 
common boundary on only one of the streets may be used to measure the width 
of the lot. 


Garage, Private; A detached or accessory building or a portion of a 
main building, primarily used for the parking and storage of motor vehicles 
belonging to the occupants of the premises. 


Lot: A plot or parcel of land occupied, or capable of being occupied, 
in conformity with these Regulations by one principal building and the 
accessory buildings or uses customarily incident to it, including such open 
spaces as are required by these Regulations, In the case of multiple dwell- 
ings, row dwellings, institutional, industrial or commercial buildings, a 
group of buildings under one ownership may be considered as occupying the 
same lot, 


Non-Conforming Use: A use which lawfully occupied a building or land 
at the effective date of this ordinance or amendments thereto and that does 
not conform to the use regulations of the district in which it is located. 


Rear Lot: A lot meeting the minimum lot area requirements of the 
zoning district in which it is located, but is situated to the rear of 
existing property so as to be unable to meet frontage requirements of the 
district, 
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Right-of-Way: Shall mean a strip of land over which is built a road or 
lane over which a legal right of passage has been granted by the owner. 


Setback: The open space required between any building or structure and 
the street or property lines. The setback from a given line shall be inter- 
preted to be the average distance, measured at right angles to that line, to 
the extreme corner of the nearest side of the building or structure. 


Sign: Any device for visual display which is used for the purpose of 
bringing the subject thereof to the attention of the public, but not including 
any flag, badge or insignia of any governmental agency or civic or religious 
organization. For the purposes of these regulations, signs shall be considered 
to be improvements and shall be subject to all regulations applicable to improve- 
ments. 


Special Exceptions: A Special Exception permits the inclusion in to the 
zoning pattern of uses considered to be essentially desirable, but where the 
nature of the use is such that its location must be considered in light of 
special restrictions or conditions tailored to fit the unique problems which 
the use presents, The Special Exception relates to a specific use in a 
specific location, and the regulations controlling these Special Exceptions 
are contained in these Regulations, 


Street: Shall mean, relate to and include a street, avenue, boulevard, 
road, lane, alley, viaduct, highway, public street, and other ways existing 
as state, county, or town roadways, or a street shown upon a plat approved 
in accordance with these regulations, The word "street" shall include the 
entire right-of-way, An "approved street" is defined as a Class I, II, III, 
IV or V highway. It does not include a Class VI highway or street. These 
classifications are further defined in Chapters 230 and 231 of the RSA's. 


Structure: Shall mean anything constructed or erected on or in the 
ground, including signs, but not including fences or walls used as fences, 
the maximum height of four (4) feet or less, 


Tourist Home: A dwelling in which overnight accommodations are provided 
or offered to transient guests for compensation. 


Variance: An act of the Board of Adjustment which allows a variation 
from the terms of these regulations as will not be contrary to the public 
interest, where, owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the 
provisions of the regulations will result in unnecessary hardships, and so 
that the spirit of the regulations shall be observed and substantial justice 
done. 


Yard: A space not occupied by a building or buildings, open to the sky, 
on the same lot as the principal building. 
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ARTICLE III GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 301 Development of Rear Lots: 


An individuai rear lot (excluding the creation of a new subdivision) 
meeting the lot area requirements of the Zoning District in which it is 
located, may be used, provided that such use shall conform to all other 
regulations for that district. The lot must have a minimum right-of-way 
for access from a Class V road or better, of at least 50 feet in width, 
meeting the gradient and curvature requirements for the entire length of 
the right-of-way as specified in the New Ipswich Subdivision Regulations. 


Section 302 Prohibited uses: 


No building or improvement shall be erected, used or maintained, 
and no lot shall be used or maintained for any use, trade, business, or 
process which is obnoxious or offensive by reason of gas, odor, dust, 
smoke, vibration, liquid discharge, illumination, noise or which con- 
stitutes a public hazard. 


Section 303 Lots Lying in More than One District: 


Where a district boundary line divides a lot of record at the time 
such district boundary line is established, the regulations for either 
district shall extend not more than thirty feet (one hundred feet in 
rural/agricultural districts) into the other district, provided the 
lot has frontage on a street in the district for which the use is being 
granted. 


Section 304 Non-Conforming Uses: 


Any non-conforming use of land or buildings lawfully existing at 
the effective date of these regulations, or of any amendment thereto, 
may be continued, and any building so existing which was designed, in- 
tended for, arranged, or is devoted to a non-conforming use, may be 
structurally altered and the non-conforming use therein continued, all 
subject to the following requirements: 


304.1 A non-conforming use may be changed to a conforming use, but 
may not then be changed back to a non-conforming use, 


304.2 A non-conforming use which has been discontinued for a 
period of 2 years shall not thereafter be resumed, 


304.3 A non-conforming use may be enlarged or extended only by special 
exception of the New Ipswich Board of Adjustment, 


304.4 When a building in which there is a non-conforming use is 
damaged or destroyed by fire, explosion, act of God, or act 
of the public enemy, it may be restored and the non-conform- 
ing use continued, provided that it covers no more land area 
and has no greater cubical content or height. 
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304.5 Nothing in these Regulations shall prevent the strengthen- 
ing or restoration to a safe or lawful condition of any 
Part of a building or structure declared unsafé= by any duly 
authorized official or representative of the Town, 


Section 305 Non-Conforming Lots: 


Provided that safe and adequate disposal of sewage and a safe water 
supply can be provided without endangering the health and safety of ad- 
joining residents, nothing in these regulations shall prevent the con- 
struction of a permitted building or the establishment of a permitted 
use on a lot containing less than the prescribed area or width at the 
effective date of these regulations, or any pertinent amendment thereto, 
if it was: 


305.1 Owned separately from any adjoining lot and recorded in the 
land records of the Hillsborough County Registry. 


305.2 Shown on a plan or subdivision approved by the New Ipswich 
Planning Board and recorded in the land records of the 
Hillsborough County Registry. 


305.3 One of a group of adjacent lots of record under the same 
ownership on the effective date of these regulations, 


Section 306 Signs: 


Signs as defined in Article II shall be permitted only in accordance 
with the following provisions: 


306.1 All signs must be constructed of durable materials and shall 
be maintained in good condition and repair at all times. 


306.2 Political signs shall be permitted in accordance with state 
legislation. 


306.3 Any sign which becomes in disrepair may be removed upon 
order of the Selectmen if not repaired after 30 days notice. 


Section 307 Accessory Buildings and Uses: 


Any accessory use or any accessory building which is customarily 
incidental to the principal use or building located on the same lot with 
the principal use or building shall be permitted in all Districts. 


Section 308 General Dwelling Requirements: 


308.1 No more than one dwelling shall be allowed on any lot and 
two apartments or more in one dwelling shall be considered 
a multi-family use, 


308.2 The building lot must conform to State pollution control 
regulations, 
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308.3 Mobile Homes and other manufactured housing where permitted, 
are subject to the same requirements as other buildings. 
Mobile home parks (two or more mobile homes on a lot) are 
not permitted in any district, 


Any mobile home brought into the town of New Ipswich after 
the effective date of this ordinance must comply with HUD 
Safety, Health and Construction Standards 1978 and any sub- 
sequent amendments thereto, 


308.4 Temporary mobile homes may be allowed by special permit of 
the Selectmen for specific periods of time during construction 
of a permanent dwelling provided that safe and adequate disposal 
of sewage and a safe water supply can be provided without 
endangering the health and safety of adjoining resident. 


Section 309 Off Street Parking: 


Off street parking spaces shall be provided in the various zoning 
districts in accordance with the following: 


309.1 Dwelling 2 spaces per unit 

309.2 Place of worship or 1 space per four seats 
auditorium 

309.3 Hotel, motel, inn or 1 space per guest sleeping room

309.4 Restaurant, eating place 1 space per four seats 

309.5 Financial institution, 1 space per 100 sq.ft. of floor 
offices area 

309.6 Convalescent home, 1 space for every staff member on 
nursing home largest shift plus 1 for every bed 

309.7 Industrial uses 1 space each employee on largest 

shift 

309.8 Multiple dwelling 2 spaces for every dwelling unit 
building 

309.9 Converted Single Family 2 per each dwelling unit provided 
home by the conversion 


Section 310 Principal Use of Lots: 


There shall be only one principal use or structure on any lot of 
record unless otherwise specifically provided for by this ordinance, 
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ARTICLE IV DESIGNATION OF ZONING DISTRICTS 


Section 401 Zoning Districts: 


The Town of New Ipswich is hereby divided into the following named 
Districts as shown on the * Zoning Map of the Town of New Ipswich, New 
Hampshire" dated March 12, 1985 which, with all explanatory matter 
therein shall be considered a part hereof, 


401.1 Industrial 

401.2 Business 

401.3 Village District I 

401.4 Village District II 

401.5 Rural/Agricultural District 

401.6 Flood Plain District 
Section 402 District Boundaries: 


The boundaries of the District are hereby established as shown on 
the District Map; said map and any amendments thereto are declared to 
be part of the Ordinance. Where uncertainty exists with respect to the 
boundaries of any of the aforesaid Districts as shown on the Zoning 
Map, the following rules shall apply: 


402.1 PROPERTY LINES -- If the District Boundary is a property line, 
the boundary shall follow such property line as described in 
the Tax Assessor's records at the effective date of these 
regulations. 


402.2 MEASURED LINES -- Unless otherwise indicated, if a District 
Boundary is stated by a measured distance from a street, 
such distance shall be measured perpendicularly from the 
boundary of such street which is on the same side as the 
District Boundary. 


402.3 STREETS, RIVERS, BROOKS -- If opposite sides of a street, 
river or brook are in different Districts, the centerline 
of the street, river or brook shall be the District Boundary, 


402.4 INTERPRETATION: Where interpretation if necessary, or 


in the case of uncertainty, the New Ipswich Planning Board 
shall determine the location of the District boundary.

Rural/Agricultural District: 


Objective and characteristics: This District is designed to 
accommodate development in what is commonly recognized as being 
a rural environment. The property included within this District 
will accommodate open space and low density uses including 
agricultural and farming activities. This District is con- 
sidered to be a future growth area for the town and new uses 

are carefully controlled. 





Permitted uses in the Rural/Agricultural (RA) District are as 


follows: 

A, Single family residences 

B. Tourist home 

C. Convalescent or nursing home 

D. Educational use, place of worship or public and semi- 
public uses. 

E. Veterinarian, commercial stable or kennel 

F. General Farming, including horticulture, dairying, livestock 
and poultry raising, and other agricultural enterprises or 
uses, 

G. Roadside stands for the sale of produce grown on the 
premises, provided that they are located on the lot so 
as not to create roadside hazards or undue traffic 
congestion. 

H. Commercial agricultural uses such as nurseries and green- 
houses, 

I. Cemetaries 

J. Public utility installations needed for the public con- 
venience and/or necessity. 

K, Excavation of natural materials in accordance with RSA 155E. 

L, Accessory uses which are incidental to the uses permitted 
herein, 

M. Customary home occupations which commonly are recognized 


by substantial and long practice as having been carried 
on in a residence providing that: 


(1) Such operations be located within the same structure 


as a residence of the proprietor, or in an accessory 
structure thereto,

Such operations employ no more than three (3) persons

Such operations shall be clearly secondary to the use 
of the structure for residential pupposes. 


Mobile Homes 


The following additional uses may be permitted in the Rural/

Section 404 Village District I: 


404.1 Objective and characteristics: The Village District I 
encompasses the more highly developed sections of town, and 
provides the transitional area between the outlying Rural/

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


During the past year we have seen one of the busiest 
and perhaps one of the most trying periods local small towns 
face. 

Along with the ever increasing demands on local officials 
by taxpayers to provide services, we were faced with the 
resignation of Mr. Wood from the Board for personal reasons. 
As most of you know your local officials were most insistant 
that due to the alleged circumstances involved a full in- 
vestigation had to be undertaken. This investigation was 
conducted by the State of N.H. and the County Attorney's 
office and trial date was scheduled. At the time of this 
report no decision has been reached. 

As mandated by the voters, 1984 was the first year for 
semi-annual tax billing. Naturally there were problems at 
the beginning, but 1985 should bring about a much more 
streamlined process of tax billing. 

Since the State laws changed regarding the investment 
of borrowed monies, we were able to borrow a large amount 
in anticipation of taxes and re-invest in a money market 
resulting in a profitable venture as additional revenues 
were received. 

Unfortunately due to the fact that more money was raised 
by the various budgets, mainly the school, coupled with 
deficits for many of the past years in local government the 
tax rate increased substantially. State officials are most 
adamant that towns eradicate all and any deficits presently 
existing.(many towns have deficits much higher than ours in 
New Hampshire. ) 

Since most towns and cities in our state have limited 
industries and other sources of revenue the burden falls on 
the individual property owner. Until the State mandates 
some sort of tax relief this will continue to be the case. 

The one thing taxpayers must remember is that taxes are 
mainly based on appropriations raised at the local level 
(school and town meetings. ) 

As can been seen by their reports all departments and 
boards have been working diligently to attain the ultimate 
goal of making New Ipswich a better place to live. The past 
year was over-all one of the better productive years for New 
Ipswich. This is attributed to a harmonious working re- 
lationship between all officials. We wish to thank you, the 
taxpayer and them for making this possible.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


As this community grows, so does the demand of it's 
safety services. In a recent article in a local paper 
reported "New Ipswich was the fastest growing community in 
the Monadnock Region, at a rate of 14% yearly. The police 
Dept. has certainly been affected by this growth. The Dept. 


received 3,788 complaints in 1984. They are as follows:

Along with the above, there were 62 arrests including 
4 drug arrests, 7 burglary arrests, 1 sex offense, 16 DWI, 

4 assault and 34 motor vehicle. 

The above calls do not include calls received evenings 
and weekends at my home which averages two per evening. 

The Dept. brought 309 complaints before the Peterborough 
Court in 1984. 

In 1984 The Department changed Dispatch Service 3 times 
due to the Hillsboro County Dispatch Center being disbanded. 
We temporarily used the Hillsboro County Sherriff's Dept. 
and in June found a home with the Hillsboro Emergency Dis- 
patch Center in Hillsboro. Due to the frequent changes, 
it created many difficulties for the Dept. 

In June of 1984 the Dept. received its Intoximeter, 
and in September the Chief attended and completed the In- 
toximeter school with Police Standards and Training, and is 
now certified. 

Max was called out 4 times for searches. The most im- 
portant, and rewarding was the finding of an elderly Jaffrey 
woman who had been lost for approximately 4 hours. She was 
found by Max within a half hour after his arrival, waist 
deep in a swamp. 

The summer of 1984, we had a night officer on duty from 


6pm to 2am. This program was run from June till October. 
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It is my feeling as Chief that the program proved very 
successful. It served as a deterrent, and lessened the 
amount of noise and vandalism complaints of previous years. 
This program will be unavailable this year due to the funds 
being cut out of the budget. 

Brenda Salmonson attended a Child Abuse & Sexual Assault 
Seminar. The information and training she received has been 
been a great asset to the Department in recent cases. 

Serious crime seems to accompany growth, and New Ipswich 
is not immuned to this problem. This Department investi- 
gated a major Arson Case, which also involves surrounding 
communities. The investigation lasted approximately two 
months and involved some 24 hour coverage of the town. 

We also started our Child Identification Program this 
past year. This program will be continued in 1985. 

This year has brought large increases in ‘property taxes 
because of growth. Please keep in mind that this Department 
must also grow if we are to provide the service this growing 
community needs and deserves. As Chief, I ask you to 
Support the Police Department and it's officers and allow 
us to grow at a gradual rate. 

We could not have proposed shopping centers and develop- 
ments on the drawing boards without considering the 


Departments who will be servicing this growth.

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NEW IPSWICH FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1984 was a busy year for the Fire Department. Although 
the total number of calls was lower than 1983 the number of 
potentially dangerous and costly fires has increased. There 
were 10 structure fires. This type of fire has the most 
potential for loss of life, serious injury or damage to 
property and equipment. 

Again, chimney fires are at the top of the list for 
number of runs made. We can't stress enough the importance 
of keeping your stove and chimney in good repair with 
frequent inspection and cleaning. If you do suspect a pro- 
blem do not hesitate to call. A chimney fire can easily 
become a partition or structure fire. In your absence or 
at night the results could be disasterous. We would much 
rather respond to a minor chimney fire than something more 
serious. 

In July the Department received the title of owner- 
ship to the 1-1/4 ton, 4x4 brush truck. This vehicle has 
been ours to use on loan from the N.H. Civil Defense Agency. 
This vehicle was converted to a fire truck by department 
members donated time and effort several years ago with 
improvements and additions each year. We now have a 
vehicle that the L.A. County Fire Department puts in service 
for an estimated $50,000.00. 

As the town grows, and it is doing so explosively in 
some areas, the demands on our time and services increases. 
With this growth in mind we have asked the Selectmen 
to form a study committee to find a site for a fire sub- 
Station that will serve these areas of increased growth. 

We endorse and reccomend you install smoke detectors 
on every floor. For new construction or major remodeling 
this is a State Law, in and existing home it is your best 
early warning protection of fire. It is a proven fact, 
“Smoke Detectors Save Lives." 

We thank all of you for your help and support given 
in many different ways this year and look forward to your 
continued help and support next year. We are here to serve 
and protect you and your family. If you need us, call 878- 
1611 with your name, location and type of problem.

Report of The Town Forest Fire Warden 
And State Forest Ranger 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our 
State Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place 
a cooperative forest fire prevention and suppression effort 
between city and town governments and State government. It 
Simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of 
the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that 
anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be 
liable for the damage caused and subject to a $1,000 fine. 

During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well 
that it has remained unchanged. All open fires when the 
ground is not covered with snow must be authorized by the 
local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without 
a permit when one is required are liable for damages caused, 
fire suppression costs and subject to a $1,000 fine. 

This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed 
Significantly to our nationally recognized annual forest 
fire loss record.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


Early this year the Conservation Commission co-operated 
with thePlanning Board to prepare and present a "Groundwater 
Protection Ordinance" which passed at the March Town Meeting. 


Continuing the efforts to protect our water supply, 
Commission members set out to map and study our prime wet- 
lands, a goal for the year. In this end, two field trips 
were taken, in May to study the Timbertop area and in July, 

a Binney Pond Bog canoe trip, led by Biologist, Fred Robbins 
of Franklin Pierce College. These explorations will continue 
in 1985 and town residents are invited to join in. 


We worked with Friends of the Wapack, again this year 
to protect the greenway along the trail, and we started work 
on a greenway area around Waterloom Pond which is one of 
the unique and valuable natural resources in our town. By 
July a Waterloom Pond Association was formed with Richard 
Hall as chairman, a group which will interface with the 
Commission and citizens to develope plans. 


Commission members and many others have made progress 
also toward making town residents aware of the solid waste 
disposal problems which we face, along with all other towns 
in the state, and the need to participate in regional plans. 
By July a town study committee had been formed with Fred 
Meshna as chairman. 


Lastly, the Commission has continued, and will do so 
in 1985, to make plans for development and use of the Johnson 
Memorial Conservation Land. 


Based on a report by John Ferguson, Forester, and 
County Extension agent, a decision was made in October 
to harvest cordwood on 10 acres of the land this year. The 
Gentle Giant toggers from Mason have done the work, proceeds 
will go to the town. 


1984 was a busy year and 1985 promises to be the same.

The Soughegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Greenville, 
Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. This service is possible only through 
the dedication of our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are 
volunteers. Almost all of these volunteers are Nationally Registered Emergency 
Medical Technicians-Ambulance. Many of our Attendants have also undergone 
advanced training in, for example, EOA (Esophageal Obdurator Airway) and 
MAST (Medical Anti-Shock Trousers). Attendants are typically on all night 
call about seven (7) times each month. There exists a continuing need 
for volunteers able to answer calls during the daytime. Any resident of 
the four (4) town area interested in joining the Service are encouraged to 
contact any Attendant or member of the Board of Directors. 


During the past year we have established a good working Relationship 
with Montachusett Ambulance Service of Fitchburg, Mass. This is an Advanced 
Life Support Unit which can be called upon to meet our Ambulance enroute 
to the hospital to provide I-V Therapy and Cardiac Care for Critically I11l 
or Injured patient's. We are pleased that this type of advanced care is 
now available to the residents. of our area because it represents the 
highest level of pre-hospital emergency care.

I am pleased to submit my first report to the District for the 1983-84 
school year. 


The school year began with a student enrollment of one thousand seventy- 
five students with 506 secondary students and 569 elementary.

At the secondary 
level, the following teachers joined the staff at Mascenic Regional: Kevin Brobeck- 
Science, Olga Brigham-English, Mary Dellesanta-Math, Janine Desrosiers-Foreign 
Languages, Earl Horn-Science, Steven Simoneau-Industrial Arts, Mark Sweeney-Music, 
Eric Wiest-Industrial Arts, Joy Roy-Special Education, and Richard Jackson-Guidance. 


Block Grant funds were used to enlist the aid of a consultant to upgrade 
the elementary libraries and purchase a computer to handle attendance and grade 
reporting at the secondary school 


A committee comprised of teachers, parents, and the bus contractor was 
formed to consolidate and streamline bus routes. 


Several faculty curriculum and program studies including English program 
of studies, School Effectiveness, Coaches Handbook, Seventh Grade Team, New 
England Association Steering Committee, Social Studies and Accountability workshops 
were conducted during the school year and summer months. 


Ground was officially broken for the new Greenville Elementary School on 
May 21, 1984 at the construction site. Occupancy of the new school was planned 
for fall and occurred on January 4, 1985. The building also houses the Special 
Education Administration. 


Other School Board goals accomplished during the past year: Conversion of 
a garage at Appleton into classroom space, continuation of a systematic and complete 
review of all instructional programs, completion of preparation for New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges on-site visit in the fall of 1984, continuation 
of the program of textbook purchase in order to provide uniform and updated texts, 
education of handicapped students within the district to avoid costly out-of-district 
placements, continuation of the development of a computer education program, study 
of building needs for grades 7-12 of the student population and long-range planning 
for meeting those needs while improving the secondary school facility, adoption 
and implementation of an updated R through 12 standardized and accountability testing 
program, improvement of elementary level library media services, and completion of 
Phase II of Athletic and Physical Education field facility at the secondary school, 
which will be completed in the fall for use the following spring and will include 
regulation baseball, softball and soccer fields. 


The voters at the School District Meeting approved a budget of $2,787,067.00. 
Mr. Thomas Welden, Greenville, was elected to the School Board, and Mr. Earl Somero, 
New Ipswich, was re-elected. Mr. George Doonan was re-elected Chairman and Mr. 
Joseph Cartwright, Co-Chairman. 


The School Board decided to join the other Boards of School Administrative 
Unit 63 in directly administering the Chapter I federally-funded tutoring program 
through the S.A.U. instead of the Regional Special Education Consortium. Additional 
services to eligible students will result from this change. 


I want to thank the members of the School Board, staff and communities for 
their confidence and support. I look forward to the opportunity to work with the 
other members of the Mascenic administrative team to provide the best possible edu- 
cation for the young people of Greenville, Mason and New Ipswich.
